Mr. Speaker then said :— 
May IT PLEASE YOouR HONOUR: 


We, Her Majesty’s most dutiful and faithful 
subjects, the Legislative Assembly of the Province 
of Ontario, in Session assembled, approach Your 
Honour with sentiments of unfeigned devotion and 
loyalty to Her Majesty’s person and Government, 
and humbly beg to present for Your Honour’s 
acceptance a Bill intituled, “‘An Act for granting 
to Her Majesty certain additional sums of money 
for the Public Service for the fiscal year ending 
the 31st day of March, 1973.” 


To this Act the Royal Assent was announced by 
the Clerk of the Legislative Assembly in the following 
words :— 


‘The Honourable the Lieutenant Governor doth 
thank Her Majesty’s dutiful and loyal Subjects, 
accept their benevolence and assent to this Bill in 
Her Majesty’s name.” 


The Honourable the Lieutenant Governor was 
then pleased to deliver the following gracious 
speech :— 


Mr. Speaker and Members of The Legislative Assembly 
of Ontario: 


The conclusion of the second session of the 
twenty-ninth Parliament of Ontario marks just over 
a year of activity and endeavour in the life of this 
Assembly, and also affords an appropriate oppor- 
tunity for a year-end review of events pertinent 


to the members of this House and to the people of 
Ontario. 






























Three serious natural misfortunes have afflicted 
portions of our population in recent months. It 
mid-June, frost severely damaged crops in south- 
western Ontario’s farm lands. Farmers in Eastei 
Ontario suffered crop losses as a result of torrenti 
rains in July. Last month’s storm and floodi 
in the southwestern counties of Essex and Ke 
happily took no lives, but brought great hards 
on the residents. Ready assistance was given 
those who suffered losses in these circumstances 
a result of deep concern by both the Government a 
people in other parts of Ontario. We comme 
highly the steadfastness and courage of individu 
families and local organizations in the face of these 
difficulties. 


At the onset of another winter season, we face 
the lingering problem of a less than happy emplo 
ment situation. Accordingly, my government h 
taken steps to provide for approximately 29,0 
jobs at this time in structured and worthwhile 
activities that will be of value both to the com 
munity and to those employed. The greater share 
of this assistance, amounting to $35 million, will be 
allocated to local municipalities for the municipal 
employment incentive program. Another $15 million 
will be spent directly in provincial ministerial 
programs. 


While such pressing needs must be met, govern: 
ment is also faced with the task of not placing 
too great a burden on those who are able to con- 
tribute in larger measure to the community as a 
whole. Through a new Property Tax Credit Plan 
announced early in the year, the province will 
refund $160 million to property owners and tenants 
as part of the government’s continuing effort to 
make taxation more equitable. The recently com 
pleted Guelph study confirmed that property tax 
bears heavily on low-income families and pensioners, 
and offered the assurance that the Ontario Tax 
Credit Plan will offset this regressive effect by 
delivering tax relief where it is most needed: The 
new plan replaces the Residential Property Tax 
Reduction system which was in effect over the 
previous four years. 


In the interest of accurately determining the 
province's long-term economic objectives, my govern 
ment has established a joint Committee on Economic 
Policy, composed of business, labour and govern 
ment representatives. This measure was taken in 
response to the work of the Select Committee on 
Economic and Cultural Nationalism, as were a series 
of proposals announced in June for a sound foreig 
investment policy, and specifically with respect to 
companies that are within the jurisdiction of this 
province. 

Last spring a complete reorganization of the 
structure of the government was made with the ai 
of improving and updating its policy-making and 
operational functions. My government is please 
with the new organization, which has resulted in a 
revitalized and flexible administrative system. We 
look ahead with high expectations for the proposals

| The same is true in the field of education, where 
the construction of facilities over the past decade 
nas kept pace with a rapid rise in school, college 
and university enrolments. My government is con- 
fident our school and university administrators will 
put all facilities to their best and fullest use, so 


that scarce funds may be used to best advantage. 



















' At the start of the current academic year, the 
government provided increased financial assistance 
hrough the Ontario Student Aid Program by 
lowering the requirement for independent students 
to age 24, a step that will be of benefit mainly 
to our graduate students and students in the long- 
term professional programs. An expanded summer 
employment program provided 18,500 student jobs 
at a cost of $21.4 million. 





| A few days ago the government announced 
future plans for programs affecting the young people 
jof this province, and especially for student summer 
employment projects both within government and in 
ithe private sector. Coordinating responsibility in 
‘this area is being entrusted to a member of the 
‘Cabinet, with individual ministries retaining oper- 
lating responsibility for any youth-oriented pro- 
grams within their portfolios. The existing Inter- 
departmental Committee on Youth will act in an 
advisory capacity to the new Youth Secretariat. 


My government is pleased to record progress 
in a $10 million province-wide day care project in 
which it offered to pay 100% of the cost of centres 
approved for construction during the past winter 
‘and completed by July 31, 1972, with support to 80% 
‘of costs after that date. As a result of the program, 
62 new day care centres are almost completed with 
planned accommodation for about 3,000 children. 


Of these 62 new facilities, 44 are being operated 
by municipalities, 9 by Indian Bands and another 
9 are being run by groups associated with The 
Ontario Association for the Mentally Retarded. 


The Ministry of Community and Social Services 
shares in changing public attitudes on the need for 
these facilities. About 880 centres are now in 
operation across the province, and are caring for 
an estimated 37,000 children. 
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Efforts have been continued toward ensuring 
that all citizens have good shelter and toward 
reducing the financial barriers, brought about by 
spiralling prices, that face many families who wish 
to own a home. In September the Ontario Housing 
Corporation announced an adjustment to some of its 
mortgage lending regulations in a speedy reaction 
to new ceilings for mortgage lending under the 
National Housing Act. One adjustment now allows 
100% of a working wife’s total income to count 
towards total family earnings under provincial 
lending regulations of the Home Ownership Made 
Easy program. Inaddition, the maximum proportion 
of family income now allowed for principal, interest 
and taxes in mortgage funding is raised from 27% 
to 30%. Possible inflationary effects of these 
changes are expected to be minimal because of the 
comparatively low cost of houses under the HOME 
plan and the added fact that the land is leased at 
cost to the purchaser. 


My government fully appreciates the problems 
that remain to be tackled in this area. To this 
end, an Advisory Task Force on Housing Policy was 
appointed in mid-November, to examine the current 
housing situation in the province. The Task Force, 
under the chairmanship of Professor Eli Comay of 
York University, is also charged to report on the 
appropriate role of the Ontario Government in 
relation to other levels of government, the business 
sector and private citizens. 


My government has made significant advances 
with respect to its resources policies. Basically, 
many of these reflect on the vital issues of land 
use and land use controls. An agricultural land use 
study is under way in Southern Ontario to provide 
guidance for public planning in the preservation of 
farm land for food production. : 


As announced just weeks ago, the government 
expects publication shortly of the report of the 
Niagara Escarpment Task Force, which will un- 
doubtedly have far-reaching effects on land use 
planning for other areas of the province as well. 


Growing public concern for the ecology has 
been matched by strong measures by the Ministry of 
the Environment, ranging from a regulation banning 
disposable 3-quart polyethylene milk jugs to the 
province’s role in encouraging negotiations that 
culminated with the signing of a United States- 
Canada Great Lakes Anti-Pollution Agreement in 
Ottawa last spring. 


The year has not gone by without its share 
of labour problems and strikes. My government is 
taking steps to minimize these occurrences in future 
and the hardships they impose on the workers 
involved and on the general public. In the con- 
struction industry, in recognition of the need for more 
effective settlement machinery in collective bar- 
gaining, a review panel has been established to work 
for a program of settlements on a year-round basis. 
In this way the government hopes a measure of peace 
will be brought to major bargaining negotiations 
scheduled to take place next year. 
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The 15th of June was the tenth anniversary 
of the proclamation of the Ontario Human Rights 
Code. The event is being marked by a com- 
prehensive overhaul of the code to strengthen and 
clarify it and bring it up-to-date in terms of the 
needs and requirements of the many newcomers to 
our province. Equal opportunity in employment is 
still the cornerstone of the Ontario Human Rights 
Code. But above and beyond this, equality of 
opportunity must be assured to all residents, 
enabling all to give of their best to the economic, 
‘social and cultural enrichment of our province 
regardless of race, creed, colour, sex, nationality, 
ancestry or place of origin. 


A new trade and travel centre, located in Toronto, 
was opened by the Ministry of Industry and Tourism 
in September. The main purpose of the centre 
is to stimulate Ontario business at home and abroad, 
Ontario’s tourist industry will benefit from the 
existence of a travel enquiry facility in the centre. 
Business interests are able to secure information 
related to industrial programs, tariffs and trans- 
portation, as well as information for prospective 
buyers on Ontario’s business capacity and potential. 


Two intra-provincial agencies, the Ontario De- 
velopment Corporation and the Northern Ontario 
Development Corporation, have been given de- 
centralized lending authority for loans to small 
businesses throughout the province. Other initiatives 
in this area include the establishment earlier this 
year of a $5 million fund for short-term loans to 
small and medium-sized manufacturers who sell to 
foreign markets but are ineligible for federal 
financing. 


Phase III of the Government’s Design for 
Development program as announced in June is geared 
to future government initiatives in the three 
following areas: provincial-regional social and 
economic planning policy; local government reform 
policy ; and provincial-municipal fiscal reform policy. 


Ontario is pleased to have been host for the 
first tri-level conference of federal, provincial and 
municipal representatives which took place last 
month as a medium for successful exchange and 
consultation on a variety of inter-related subjects. 


One dilemma facing city governments all over 
the world is how to come to grips with already 
existing or potential problems of overcrowding, 
congestion and stress, and that twice-daily pheno- 
menon of urban life—the rush hour. While it is rec- 
ognized that the vitality of the city depends on 
cars and commercial vehicles continuing to play key 
roles in the overall transportation scene, their 
unrestricted use during the peak hours of travel 
to work and back has been making transportation 
problems critical. Additional and alternative means 
of moving people and goods must be found. 





My government has committed itself to assist 
municipalities in a far-reaching urban transportation 
policy for Ontario, based on improvements to 


























existing public transportation systems in all ou 
cities, and a proposed new intermediate capacity 
system for the three most populated municipalities 


The proposals include increased provincial sub 
sidies to municipalities for the purchase of buses 
streetcars and trolley buses. More provincial re 
sources are also being made available to upgrade 
and expand computer-controlled traffic systems and 
maximize the use of existing roadways. In summary 
the province has undertaken to direct increased 
efforts and resources to the coordination of trans- 
portation planning among Ontario’s municipalities 


The Ontario Government is confident that the 
implementation of recently announced measures 
will help preserve in our cities the capacity to 
ensure a full range of services for the people who 
live and work in them. 


In the pursuit of an ideal of justice as perceived 
by our society as a whole, Ontarians can indeed 
be proud of the proclamation, on April 17, 1972, 
of legislative reforms clearly establishing the rights 
of the individual against the power of the state. 
This legislation culminated a long series of reforms 
since 1964, as a result of recommendations by The 
Honourable Mr. Justice J. C. McRuer in the Ontario 
Government’s Royal Commission Inquiry into Civil 
Rights. The all-pervasive implications of the in. 
dividual’s rights in society as interpreted in these 
reforms are a reflection of the high ideals of the 
people of this province, and as such stand to be 
cherished and revered by all Ontarians. 


— 


The consumer credit system by which most 
people in our society are able to obtain some o 
the goods and commodities that go with a pleasant 
way of life has left itself open to abuse of the privacy 
of the individual. My government has therefore 
introduced new legislation to regulate the giving 
of consumer reports and govern the disclosure and 
review of such information. It is also intended to 
establish controls with respect to an individual’s 
credit history, health and personal character. 


This review of some of the achievements of the 
second session of the twenty-ninth Parliament of 
this province is evidence of its having been a full 
and productive one. Other legislation of great 
Significance to the people of Ontario was placed 
before the members of this Assembly, examined and 
given approval and assent. 


You hold in your charge the affairs of the 
people of this province who in turn look to you to 
continue to bear that trust with the dedication and 
will that you have shown in the past year. I share 
your hopes for the future of this province and of our 
country and join with its people in commending 


your contribution toward the achievement of these 
aspirations. 


In declaring this session prorogued, I would take 
the opportunity, on your behalf, to express greetings 
of the season to all the people of Ontario. I pray

PRIVATE BILLS 
Time for introducing Private Bills 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 
(5) No report of a committee upon a Private 


Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 
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Filing Bill with Clerk 


_ 52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 

Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00.

PRIVATE BILLS 
Time for introducing Private Bulls 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 


(b) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shal] pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House Is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00.

_(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com- 
pany, or increasing the capital stock of a company

PRIVATE BILLS 
Time for introducing Private Bills 


51. (a2) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 


(b) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00. 
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Additional fees 


(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com- 
pany, or increasing the capital stock of a company 
already incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk 
of the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, 
before the same is reported to the House, the 
same fee as would be payable in the case of an 
incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of the Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(¢) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved :— 


On amounts less than $10,000............. 
On amounts over $10,000 and up to $25,000 50 
On amounts over $25,000 and up to $40,000 ps) 
On amounts over $40,000 and up to $75,000 100 
On amounts over $75,000 and up to $125,000 125 
On amounts over $125,000 and up to $175,000 150 
On amounts over $175,000 and up to $250,000 200 
On amounts over $250,000 and up to $350,000 250 


and an additional fee of $50 for every $100,000 
over $350,000. 


Publication of Standing Orders re Private Bills 


53. (a) The Clerk of the House shall, during each 
recess of Parliament, publish weekly in The Ontario 
Gazette the Standing Orders respecting notices of 
intended applications for Private Bills. 


Notices posted 


(0) The Clerk shall also, by the first day of every 
Session, post notices in the Legislative Building 
of the time limit for receiving applications for Pri- 
vate Bills and reports thereon. 


Required notice of applications 


54. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’’, shall require a notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of 
the application, and, where the application refers to 
any proposed work, indicating generally the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to be published as follows :— 


1. A notice in The Ontario Gazette and in at 
least one newspaper published or circulated 
in the municipality affected. 


2. Such notice shall be published once a week for 
at least six weeks prior to the consideration 
of the Bill by the Private Bills Committee. 
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Bills for debenture issues 


3. If the application is by a municipal corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice 
shall set out the particulars of the existing 
debenture debt and the amount of the rateable 
property of the municipality according to the 
last revised assessment roll of the corporation 
and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


Report by Standing Orders and Procedures Committee 


55. (a) The Committee on Standing Orders and 
Procedures shall examine each application and report 
to the House whether the Standing Orders, par- 
ticularly with respect to notice, have been com- 
plied with and where the notice is insufficient, the 
Committee recommends to the House the course 
to be taken in consequence of such insufficiency. 


Declaration ve advertising 


(b) The applicants for a Private Bill shall lodge 
with the Clerk of the House a declaration proving 
publication of the notice before the application is 
considered by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee. 


Clerk reports to Standing Orders and 
Procedures Committee 


(c) The Clerk of the House shall report to the 
Standing Orders and Procedures Committee respect- 


ing the compliance by all applicants for Private 
Bills with the Standing Orders relating to such

1. The plan in the Schedule is established for the 
insurance within Ontario of peaches. O. Reg.

The Crop Insurance Act (Ontario) 


PLAN 


1. This plan may be cited as “The Ontario 
Crop Insurance Plan for Peaches’’. 


2. The purpose of this plan is to provide for 
insurance against a loss in the production of peaches 
resulting from one or more of the perils designated 
in section 4. 

INTERPRETATION 

3. In this plan, 

(a) “average yield’’ means the average total 
orchard production of the insured person 
over the preceding six years allowing 
for, 

(i) age of trees, 
(ii) tree removal, and 


(iii) change in acreage; 


(0) “peaches’”’ means all varieties of peaches 
produced in Ontario. 


DESIGNATION OF PERILS 


4. The following are designated as perils for the 
purpose of this plan:

6. Unavoidable pollination failure. 
DESIGNATION OF CROP YEAR 
S. The crop year for peaches is the period from the |

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PREMIUMS 


12.—(1) The premium payable by an insured 
person in the crop year shall be calculated by the

(c) the established price per pound deter- 
mined under section 10. 


(2) Notwithstanding subsection 1, the minimum 
premium payable by an insured person in each 
crop year is $50.

(a) the Government of Canada under the Crop

(b) the Government of Ontario under sub- 
section 2 of section 7 of the Act.

TERMS AND CONDITIONS 


INSURED CROP 


1. In this contract, ‘insured crop’? means all 
varieties of peaches produced in Ontario. 


CAUSES OF LOSS INSURED AGAINST 


2. This contract insures against a loss in pro- 
duction resulting from drought, freeze injury, 
frost, hail, hurricane or tornado and unavoidable 
pollination failure. 


CAUSES OF LOSS NOT INSURED AGAINST 
3. This contract does not insure against and no 
indemnity shall be paid in respect of a loss resulting 
from, 
(a2) the negligence, misconduct or poor farm- 
ing practices of the insured person or his 


agents or employees; 


(0) a shortage of labour or machinery;

DURATION OF INSURANCE 


4. This contract is in force for the crop year in 
respect of which it is made and continues in force 
for each crop year thereafter unless it is ter- 
minated in accordance with the regulations. 


EXTENT OF INSURANCE 


5.—(1) The insured person shall offer for insur- 
ance all acreage planted to the insured crop on the 
farm or farms operated by him in Ontario, and, 
subject to subparagraph 2, this contract applies to 
all such acreage. 


(2) This contract does not apply to, and no 
indemnity is payable in respect of, acreage planted 
to the insured crop, 


(a) that was not adequately prepared for 4 
cropping purposes; or 


(6) that, in the opinion of the Commission, is 
not insurable. 


COVERAGE 


6. The coverage provided by this contract shall 
be determined by the Commission in accordance 
with section 9 of the plan. 


INDEMNITY 


7. The maximum indemnity payable in respect of 
the insured crop for the crop year shall be the 
amount obtained by multiplying the total guaran- 
teed production by such established price per 
pound as is determined in accordance with the 
plan. 


PREMIUMS 


8. The amount of premium payable by the 
insured person in respect of the insured crop for the 
crop year shall be determined and paid in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the plan. 


PRODUCTION GUARANTEE REPORT 


9. The production guarantee report prepared 
by the Commission is binding on the insured 
person. 


CROP YEAR 
10. The crop year for peaches is the period from 


the Ist day of December in any year to the 30th 
day of November next following. 


11.—(1) All insured acreage shall be harvested 
unless the Commission, upon application therefor 
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in writing, consents in writing to the abandonment 
or destruction of the insured crop or any part 
thereof. 


(2) The final date for the harvesting referred to 
in subparagraph 1 is the 25th day of September or 
such other date as may be determined from time to 
time by the Commission. 


(3) Where the harvesting of the insured acreage 
is not completed on the date prescribed by sub- 
paragraph 2, the insured person shall forthwith 
notify the Commission in writing and the Commis- 
sion shall determine, 


(a) the potential production of the unhar- 
vested acreage; and 


(6) whether the harvesting was prevented by 
one or more of the causes of loss insured 
against. 


(4) Where the Commission determines that har- 
vesting was prevented by one or more of the causes 
of loss insured against, the Commission may extend 
the time for harvesting for such period as it con- 
siders proper. 


(5) Where an insured person fails to notify the 
Commission in accordance with subparagraph 3, 
no indemnity shall be paid in respect of the un- 
harvested acreage. 


EVALUATION OF LOSS 


12.—(1) The amount of loss that shall be taken 
into account in the final adjustment of loss in re- 
spect of the total insured acreage shall be calculated 
by multiplying the difference between the guaran- 
teed production and the actual production by the 
established price per pound. 


(2) For the purpose of subparagraph 1, actual 
production shall include, 


(a) the total orchard run of all insured 
acreage; and 


(b) the potential production of wholly or par- 
tially unharvested acreage where the failure 
to harvest resulted from a cause of loss not 
insured against. 


(3) Where the insured crop or any part thereof 
has suffered hail or hurricane or tornado damage to 
such an extent that the grade has been reduced 
below Canada No. 1, the damaged yield shall not 
be counted as production. 


NOTICE OF LOSS OR DAMAGE 


13.—(1) Where loss or damage to the insured 
crop results from one or more of the perils insured 
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against, the insured person shall notify the Com- 
mission in writing prior to harvest in order that a 
pre-harvest inspection may be made. 


(2) Notwithstanding subparagraph 1, where loss 
or damage to the insured crop results from one or 
more of the perils insured against and the damage 
was occasioned at a readily ascertainable time, 
the insured person shall notify the Commission in 
writing within the following time limits: 


1. For hail or hurricane or tornado damage, 
within three days of the time of loss. 


2. For frost damage or freeze injury occur- 
ring before full bloom, by full bloom 
time. 


3. For frost damage or freeze injury occurring 
during or after full bloom, within three 
days of time of loss. 


4. For pollination failure, as soon as the loss 
is apparent and in any event before the 
30th day of June in the crop year. 


5. For any other insured losses, as soon as 
the damage is apparent. 


(3) Where the insured person fails to notify the 
Commission pursuant to subparagraphs 1 and 2, a 
claim by the insured person is invalid and his right to 
indemnity is forfeited. 


MISREPRESENTATION, VIOLATION OF 
CONDITIONS OR FRAUD 


14. Where the insured person, 
(a) in his application for insurance, 


(i) gives false particulars of the insured 
crop to the prejudice of the Com- 
mission, or 


(ii) knowingly misrepresents or fails to 
disclose any fact required to be 
stated therein; 


(b) contravenes a term or condition of the 
contract of insurance; 


commits a fraud in respect of the insured 
crop; or 


(c) 


wilfully makes a false statement in respect 
of a claim under the contract of in- 
surance, 


(4) 


a claim by the insured person is invalid and his right 
to recover indemnity is forfeited. 


WAIVER OR ALTERATION 


15. No term or condition of this contract shall 
be deemed to be waived or altered in whole or in part 
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by the Commission unless the waiver or alteration 
is clearly expressed in writing signed by the Com- 
mission or a representative authorized for that 
purpose by the Commission. 


INTEREST OF OTHER PERSONS 


16. Notwithstanding that a person other than 
the insured person holds an interest of any kind in 
the insured crop, for the purposes of this contract, 


(a) the interest of the insured person in the 
insured crop is deemed to be the full value 
of the crop; and 


(6) except as provided in paragraph 17, no 
indemnity shall be paid to any person other 
than the insured person. 


ASSIGNMENT OF RIGHT TO INDEMNITY 


17. The insured person may assign all or part of 
his right to indemnity under this contract in respect 
of the insured crop but an assignment is not binding 
on the Commission and no payment of indemnity 
shall be made to an assignee unless, 


(a) the assignment is made on a form pro- 
vided by the Commission; and 


(b) the Commission consents thereto in 
writing. 


ADJUSTMENT OF LOSS 


18.—(1) The indemnity payable for loss or dam- 
age to the insured crop shall be determined in the 
manner prescribed by this contract. 


(2) The Commission may cause the production of 
the insured crop to be appraised by any method 
that it deems proper. 


(3) No indemnity shall be paid for a loss in 
respect of the insured crop unless the insured 
person establishes, 


(a) the actual production obtained from the 
insured crop for the crop year; and 


(6) that the loss in production or part thereof 
resulted directly from one or more of the 
perils insured against. 


(4) Where a loss in production resulted partly 
from a peril insured against and partly from a cause 
of loss not insured against, the Commission shall 
determine the amount of the loss that resulted 
from the cause of loss not insured against, and the 
indemnity payable by the Commission under the 
contract shall be reduced accordingly. 


PROOF OF LOSS 


19.—(1) A claim for indemnity in respect of the 
insured crop shall be made on a proof of loss form 
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provided by the Commission and shall be filed with 
the Commission not later than sixty days after, 


(a) the completion of harvesting of the insured 
crop; or 


(6) the end of the crop year, 
whichever is the earlier. 


(2) Subject to subparagraph 3, a claim for 
indemnity shall be made by the insured person. 


(3) A claim for indemnity may be made, 


(a) in the case of the absence or inability of the 
insured person, by his agent; or 


(6) in the case of the absence or inability of 
the insured person or on his failure or 
refusal to do so, by an assignee under an 
assignment made in accordance with para- 
graph 17. 


(4) Where required by the Commission, the in- 
formation given in a proof of loss form shall be 
verified by statutory declaration. 


ARBITRATION 


20. Where the Commission and the insured 
person fail to resolve any dispute respecting the 
adjustment of a loss under this contract, the 
matter shall be determined by arbitration in ac- 
cordance with the regulations. 


TIME FOR PAYMENT OF INDEMNITY 


21.—(1) No indemnity under this contract be- 
comes due and payable until, 


(a) the end of the crop year; and 
(6) the premium has been paid in full. 


(2) Where the indemnity payable by the Com- 
mission under this contract is established by the 
filing of a proof of loss form or by an award of an 
arbitrator or board of arbitration, it shall be paid 
within sixty days of the receipt by the Commission 
of the proof of loss form or award, as the case 
may be. ; 


(3) Nothing in this paragraph prevents the 
Commission from paying indemnity under this 
contract at an earlier date. 


SUBROGATION 


22. Where the Commission has paid a claim 
under this contract, the Commission is subrogated 
to the extent thereof to all rights of recovery of the 
insured person against any person and may bring 
action in the name of the insured person to enforce 
those rights.

2.—(1) Part I of The City of London Act, 1951, 
Statutes of Ontario, 15 George VI 1951, Chapter 107, 
Section 2 be and the same is hereby amended by 
repealing subsection (3) thereof and substituting 
the following therefor: 


“2. (3) Appointments of commissioners shall be 
made effective on the first day of January 
in each year, and the persons holding 
office on the coming into force of this Act

shall hold office in the following manner: 
one commissioner designated by Council 
shall hold office until the thirty-first 
day of December, 1974 and two com- 
missioners designated by Council shall 
hold office until the thirty-first day of 
December, 1973; and commencing with the 
appointments effective January 1, 1974 
and January 1, 1975, one commissioner 
shall be appointed in each of such years 
and in each year thereafter for a term of 
two years, and the third commissioner 
shall be appointed effective January 1, 
1974 for a term of one or two years as 
designated by Council and on the expiration 
of his designated term, his appointment 
thereafter, if a member of Council, shall 
be for a one or two-year term as Council 
may deem expedient, and if not a member 
of Council, the term shall be for a two- 
year period. A commissioner shall hold 
office until his successor is appointed, 
but whenever the office of commissioner 
becomes vacant during his term of office, 
the Council shall appoint, in the manner 
hereinbefore provided, some qualified per- 
son to hold office for the remainder of the 
term for which his immediate predecessor 
was appointed.”

3.—(1) The Council of the Corporation may by 
by-law authorize agreements with owners or occu- 
pants of buildings or structures to be erected or 
used, providing for relief to the extent set out in 
the agreements from any provision in any other 
by-law of the Corporation requiring the provision 
or maintenance of parking facilities on land that is 
not part of a highway, and exempting such owners 
or occupants to the extent specified in the agree- 
ments from the necessity of providing or main- 
taining such facilities. 


(2) Every agreement referred to in subsection 1 
is subject to the approval of the Ontario Municipal 
Board, given either before or after the execution 
thereof, and shall provide for the payment to the 
Corporation of a sum of money therein set out, 
either in a lump sum or by instalments, together 
with interest at a rate therein specified, and shall 
set forth the basis upon which the payment is 
computed. 


(3) All moneys paid or to be paid pursuant to an 
agreement referred to in subsection 1 shall be paid 
into a special account and may be invested in 
such securities as a trustee may invest in under 
The Trustee Act, and the earnings derived from 
the investment of such moneys shall be paid into 
such special account, and the moneys in such 
special account shall be expended for the same 
purposes, and in the same manner, as a reserve 
fund provided for in paragraph 72 of Section 352 
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of The Municipal Act and for such street purposes 
as the Council may determine. 


4.—(1) The Council of the Corporation may 
impose as a condition to the passing of any by-law 
to amend its restricted area by-laws to permit the 
erection of multiple family residential units on 
any land, that 2.5 acres of land per one thousand 
persons of population shall be conveyed to the 
Corporation for public purposes other than highways. 


(2) In calculating the population of the units 
referred to in subsection 1, each bachelor, one 
bedroom, and two bedroom apartment shall be 
deemed to accommodate two, two and three 
persons respectively and each additional bedroom 
shall be deemed to accommodate one additional 
person. 


(3) The Council of the Corporation may authorize, 
in leu of the conveyance for public purposes other 
than highways required under subsection 1, the 
acceptance by the Corporation of money to the 
value of such land required to be conveyed, and 
subsection 11 of section 33 of The Planning Act 
applies mutatis mutandis to all moneys received 
under this subsection. 


(4) Land conveyed or money paid in lieu thereof 
pursuant to section 33 of The Planning Act shall 
be deducted from the conveyance or payment 
required under subsections 2 and 3. 


5. Notwithstanding the provisions of The Planning 
Act, R.S.O. 1970, Chapter 349, the Corporation of 
the City of London may enter into agreements 
imposed as a condition to the approval of a plan of 
subdivision and such agreements may be registered 
against the land and the Corporation shall be 
entitled to enforce the provisions thereof against 
the owner and, subject to the provisions of The 
Registry Act, any and all subsequent owners of 
the land. 


6.—(1) The Minister may designate the whole 
of the Corporation or one or more areas within 
its boundaries to which the provisions of this 
section shall apply. 


(2) As a condition of development or redevelop- 
ment of land, buildings or structures within the 
Corporation or any area or areas thereof designated 
by the Minister under subsection 1, the Council 
of the Corporation may include provisions appli- 
cable to specified lands in by-laws passed under 
section 35 of The Planning Act or may pass 
special by-laws, prohibiting, requiring or regulating 
the provision, establishment, construction, main- 
tenance or use of the following facilities and 
matters or any of them: 


1. The widening of highways that abut 
upon land that is the subject-matter of a 
change of land use in such by-law and the 
provision that land, other than land 
occupied by buildings and _ structures, 
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shall be dedicated to provide for such 
widening of highways. 


2. Subject to The Public Transportation and 
Highway Improvement Act, access to and 
from the land and any highway that abuts 
thereon and the construction of access 
ramps and curbings including the number, 
location, height and width of such access 
ramps and the direction of traffic thereon. 


3. Off-street vehicular parking and loading 
areas and the surfacing thereof and sur- 
facing of access driveways. 


4. The removal of snow from driveways, 
parking areas and walkways. 


5S. The grading or change in elevation or 
contour of private land and the disposal 
of storm, surface and waste water from 
such land and from any buildings or 
structures erected thereon. 


6. The conveyance, without cost, to the 
Corporation of easements necessary for

by the Corporation at the expense of the 
owner and, for such purpose, the Corpora- 
tion shall have the right of access to the 
lands; 
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(0) provide that any expense, costs and damages 
which the Corporation may be put to or 
suffer for or by reason of, or on account of, 
the performance of any such works may be 
recovered in action in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, or that the Council of 
the Corporation may direct that the same 
be added by the Clerk of the Corporation 
to the collector’s roll and collected in 
like manner as municipal taxes; and 


prohibit the issuance of building permits 
until the plans referred to in paragraph 10 of 
subsection 2 have been approved and until 
the agreements referred to in subsection 4 
have been entered into.

(4) Where a by-law has been passed under the 
provisions of subsection 2, the Corporation may 
require that the owner of the land shall enter into 
one or more agreements with the Corporation 
dealing with the matters referred to in subsection 2. 


(5S) The Corporation, the whole or part of which 
has been designated by the Minister under sub- 
section 1, may enter into agreements referred to in 
subsection 4 and such agreements may be registered 
against the land and the Corporation shall be entitled 
to enforce the provisions thereof against the owner 
and, subject to the provisions of The Registry Act, 
any and all subsequent owners of the land.

PRIVATE BILLS 


Time for introducing Private Bills 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 


(b) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00. 
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Additional fees 


(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com- 
pany, or increasing the capital stock of a company 
already incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk 
of the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, 
before the same is reported to the House, the 
same fee as would be payable in the case of an 
incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of the Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk of the House.

Publication of Standing Orders re Private Bulls 


53. (a) The Clerk of the House shall, during each 
recess of Parliament, publish weekly in The Ontario 
Gazette the Standing Orders respecting notices of 
intended applications for Private Bills. 


Notices posted 


(b) The Clerk shall also, by the first day of every 
Session, post notices in the Legislative Building 
of the time limit for receiving applications for Pri- 
vate Bills and reports thereon. 


Required notice of applications 


54. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of “The British North

Introduction of Private Bull 


56. Every Private Bill shall be introduced upon 
a motion for leave for introduction and first read- 
ing after the application has been favourably re- 
ported by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee.

57. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, 
shall be attached to it.

58. No Bill relating to Letters Patent shall be 
considered by the Private Bills Committee until there 
shall have been deposited with the Clerk of the 
House a certificate of the Minister of Revenue 
showing that all taxes payable under The Corpo- 
rations Tax Act relating thereto have been paid.

59. Every Private Bill, when a read a first time,

‘2. (3) Appointments of commissioners shall be 
made effective on the first day of January 
in each year, and the persons holding 
office on the coming into force of this Act 
shall hold office in the following manner: 
one commissioner designated by Council 
shall hold office until the thirty-first 
day of December, 1974 and two com- 
missioners designated by Council shall 
hold office ‘until the thirty-first day of 
December, 1973; and commencing with the 
appointments effective January 1, 1974 
and January 1, 1975, one commissioner

Treasurer’s Sales of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the Queen’s 
Printer and Publisher for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges 
or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 
the extent, if any, of his liability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Department of Lands and Forests whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Department. Ifit cannot, then the purchaser of the improvements would 
be required to remove them from the land. 


In some cases, land advertised for sale in the Gazette may be bought by the municipality, or the 
owner, prior to sale, may pay the tax arrears and costs. Where this occurs, the land is removed from the 
tax sale lists.

one commissioner designated by Council

“2. (3) Appointments of commissioners shall be 
made effective on the first day of January 
in each year, and the persons holding 
office on the coming into force of this Act 
shall hold office in the following manner: 
one commissioner designated by Council 
shall hold office until the thirty-first 
day of December, 1974 and two com- 
missioners designated by Council shall 
hold office until the thirty-first day of 
December, 1973; and commencing with the 
appointments effective January 1, 1974

| ‘Principal residence’ means the housing unit either owned or 


rented by the individual (or his spouse) which was ordinarily 
occupied or inhabited by him during the taxation year. 

For persons who move, the principal residence includes all 
housing units (or addresses in Ontario) occupied or inhabited 
by the person during the taxation year. 

Annual property taxes or annual rent must be prorated to cover 
only the period of occupancy as a principal residence. 

Principal residence includes a temporary residence such as a 
hotel room which was occupied continuously by the individual 
for all or part of the year, and also includes a mobile housing 
unit such as a trailer which was used as the principal residence 
of the individual.

51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session.

Time for reporting 


(b) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(0) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2.,When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00. 


Additional fees 


(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com- 
pany, or increasing the capital stock of a company 
already incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk

(b) Any agent who shall wilfully act in violation 
of the Standing Orders and Practices of Parliament, 
or who shall wilfully misconduct himself in pro- 
secuting any proceedings before the House, shall 
be liable to an absolute or temporary prohibition 
to practice as a Parliamentary Agent, at the pleasure 
of the Speaker.

3. If the application is by a municipal corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice 
shall set out the particulars of the existing 
debenture debt and the amount of the rateable 
property of the municipality according to the 
last revised assessment roll of the corporation 
and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


Report by Standing Orders and Procedures Commuttee

Treasurer’s Sales of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the Queen’s 
Printer and Publisher for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first — 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are _ 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is — 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of | 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 4 





The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the | 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the © 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges 
or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 
the extent, if any, of his liability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the | 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the | 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection | 
ascertain from the local office of the Department of Lands and Forests whether or not the land or any part
